LONDON, April 30.—Satisfied 
the Japanese government has no 
intention of interfering with the 
rights of other nations in China, 
the British government is drop- 
ping the matter of the Japanese 
declaration of last week. 

Sir John Simon, the foreign sec- 
retary, explained in the house of 
commons this afternoon the British 
government, following release of the 
unauthorized “Hands Off China” 
statement, had secured assurances 
from the Tokyo government it had 
no intention of infringing the nine- 
power treaty guaranteeing Chinese 
integrity, and furthermore - still 
stood by the “open door” principle 
in China. 

Britain, Sir John reaffirmed, 
was resolved to assist to the ut- 
most the principle of international 
co-operation with China in her 
progress towards peace and pros- 

perity, and the maintenznce of 
peace in the Far East. 

The storm over the Japanese dec- 
Jaration, already considerably modi-

fied by official Japanese explana- 
tions. Thus ended so far as the 
United Kingdom—with a_ bigger 


stake in China than any other for- 
eign power—is concerned.

A DEAD WEIGHT 


Hon. W. C. Buckle, Saskatchewan minister 
of agriculture, appeared before the Stevens 
committee at Ottawa to urge a reduction in 


interest rates 

That may not have anything to do directly 
with mass buying, but it has more to do than 
mass buying with our present troubles, and 
the committee should pass the plea along to 
parliament with the unanimous endorsation of 
its members. 

Broadly speaking it makes diffe: 
whether t&gpayer earnings are small or large, 
so long as other things are in proportion. When 
the depression squeezed earnings down to half 
the former amount, prices had to go down also, 
But debts did not go down, nor the interest that 
has to be paid on debts. Out of the reduced 
wages for labor and the reduced profits from 
business, taxpayers are now called upon to pay 
the same debts 
on debts public and private which they had to 
pay when earnings were double what they now 


no ence 


and the same amount of interest 


are 

These unpayable debt charges, public and 
private, are not being paid, but the legal obliga- 
tion to pay them lies like a dead weight upon 
the prostrate business of the country. As Mr 
Buckle says, if these charges were brought 
down into relation to present day earnings

effect upon both industry and agriculture would 
be almost immediate.” 


WHY PENALIZE THE

But 
these dry winds do not stop at the inter-pro- 
vincial boundary line; year after year they have 
also destroyed the crops on the Alberta side of 
the boundary. Jn Alberta relief is administered 
ina very different way. ... The people in those 


districts find difficulty in getting ordinary 
relief.” 

Premier Bennett in response stated: “The 
truth is that the Dominion undertook the 


responsibility with respect to the area in Sas- 
katchewan, and the province of Alberta set up 
its own commission. . . . The Dominion was

If the representations which the 
Hon, gentleman has made now are successfully 
made to the Government of the province of 
Alberta the matter will receive every considera- 
tion from the federal Government as, if and 
when the request is made.” 

Which if it means anything means that the 


Dominion is prepared to take over the work of 


administering and extending relief to residenis 
of the dried out areas in Alberta if, as and when 
the Provincial Government asks it to do so. 

If, as alleged, residents on the Saskatchewan 
side of the boundary are getting more generous 
treatment than their neighbors on thé Alberta 
side, the practical advantage of insisting that 
relief in the latter districts be kept under pro- 
vincial control, and the taxpayers of the prov- 
ince made to stand part of the cost, is not 
apparent.

In Edmonton 
that will do almost everything but float. It has 
a wheel and compass, signal lights, hawse 


holes, stockless anchors, anchor chains, gear and 
tackle that works, a boat boom with fore and 
aft guys, signal system, flag halliards, boats and 
davits, topmasts that can be shipped from the 
deck and a great many other pieces of equip- 
ment that can be operated just as they are on 
shipboard. 

The boat is a model gunboat built by Chief 
Petty Officer Cross, instructor to the Edmonton 
section of the Royal Canadian Naval Volunteer 
Reserve. It is about twelve feet long and 
beamy so that a boy can get aboard and take 
the wheel. It is so constructed that it swivels 
on three wheels as the steering wheel is turned. 
Many a boy brought up on a prairie farm has 
received a useful course in taking compass 
sights, code signalling and handling gear before 
he ever steps aboard one of the Canadian train- 
ing vessels. 


Gunnery instruction is given with a naval 
twelve pounder, save that instead of blowing 
down the adjacent building, an ingenious ar- 
rangement allows an air gun to fire a bullet at 
miniature card ships, heaving and tossing, much 
as a target does to a gunner taking a sight from 
a heaving deck. 

The evening I was there the boys were to 
talk to Ottawa on their private radio sending 
set. Where we talk glibly of superheterodynes 
and condensers, these boys get thorough 
grounding in the science of radio so that they

things compared to the modern warship, which 
is a maze of electrical connections, each section 
of the ship so constructed that if it suffers 
damages by shell or torpedo, the other sections 
can continue to operate. 

Petty Officer Cross, who has been nearly 
thirty years in the Navy and the last ten on 
instruction work at Edmonton, finds his work 
as engrossing as do the boys. 


Passengers who fare forth on the sea little 
know how much the diamond shaped aerial re- 
ceiver, mounted on a stand near the bridge, 
means to their safety. It isn’t used for listening 
to broken hearted crooners wondering who's 
kissing her now. It’s for taking the direction 
of the wireless beams that are being sent out 
from different parts of dangerous coasts. 

There are dangerous entrances like that of 
the English Channel or dangerous sections like 


that “graveyard of the Pacific’ approaching 
Vancouver Island where the compass fails to 
work. Approaching these in fog the navigator 


at a hundred miles distance will “listen in” for 
the wireless code of the marine directional 
wircless stations. He slowly rotates the aerial 
frame till the call sign fades out to a perfect 
zero, thereby obtaining the compass direction 
of the wireless signal. When he obtains signals 
from two stations, by laying out on a chart the 
compass lines through the two beacons, 
fixes his position at the point where the two 
lines intersect. 

There are over three hundred of these D.F. 
stations and beacons at work night and day 
throughout the world helping mariners avoid 
danger areas.

A number of European scientists, headed by 
Prof. E. V. Appleton, are enlisting the aid of 
radio listeners in all parts of the world in an 
effort find out what it is that sends back 
echoes from space at a distance of about 279,000 
miles from earth, 

There are several known layers of electri- 
atoms in the stratosphere and beyond. 
enable radio to function. Were it not 
that the three known layers send the radio 
waves back to earth, they would escape into 
space instead of being deflected round the earth, 
The outermost known layer is the F or “Apple- 
ton” laver, about 150 miles outside the earth's 
surface

Some rays, however, manage to elude all 
three layers, but cannot escape into the uni- 
verse. A Dutch observer heard signals echo 
three times, the last one three seconds after 
the first. That would indicate they had tray 


elled 279,000 miles from the earth before being 
echoed back 

In 1928, wireless echoes were obtained after 
a lapse of fifteen seconds, while Prof. Apple- 
fon has heard in London wireless echoes after 
a lapse of twenty-five seconds. This appears 
to imply that the wave was reflected by some 
mysterious body or medium at a point 2,325,000 
miles away from our planet. 

What this mysterious “something” in 
space, 2,325,000 miles away? Is it a layer of 
electrified atoms, an extensive cloud of cosmic 
matter, an unknown solid body or a stream of 
corpuscles from the Sun? Is this reflecting 
medium, whatever it is, moving with the solar 
system, or has it a motion of its own? These 
are of the things the scientific world 
wishes to know. With the aid of a vast listen- 
ing British public, the race for knowledge may 
be won by a British scientist.

Types of Neuralgia 
By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


A distressing pain in the course of a nerve is 
termed neuralgia. Those who are suffering from 
this trouble are well aware of the symptoms. 
Neuralgia is practically always associated with 
either a diet deficient in mineral elements or 
some toxic condition within the body and is 
therefore frequently found 
with diseases of this type, 
such as hysteria, neurasthenia, 
anemia, beriberi, ete. 

Occasionally drugs or in- 
dustrial poisons are respons- 
ible for neuralgia. Among 
these in the order of their 
frequency are lead arsenic, 
alcohol, phosphorus, nicotine, 
iodine, opiates, copper, silver, 
ptomaines, and various coal 
tar products. 

Neuralgia may be found with any toxic con- 
dition of the body and frequently precedes or 
follows the acute diseases such as_ influenza, 
mumps, whooping cough, or chronic diseases 
such as social infections, diabetes and nephritis; 
or may come as & teflex from various focal in- 
fections such as decaying teeth, pyorrhea, in- 
fected tonsils, sinus trouble, prostatitis, appen- 
dicitis, and is often associated with diseases of 
the brain or nervous system. 

Fractures and bony displacements, especially 
of the vertebrae and ribs are very frequently 
the cause of neuralgia. 

NEURALGIA OF THE FACE 

Usually termed tri-facial neuralgia tic 
douloureux, is usually caused by disease of the 
teeth, sinusitis, inflammation of the gasserian 
ganglion, or vertebral pressure. 

NEURALGIA OF THE BACK AND HEAD 

May be caused by vertebral displacement, 
tuberculosis of the vertebrae, strains, inflam- 
mation of the meninges or spinal cord, aneur- 
ysm of the vertebral artery or a reflex from 
pelvic congestion. 

NEURALGIA BETWEEN THE RIBS 

May be caused by tube.culosis of the spine, 
subluxation of tiie ribs or vertebrae, inflam- 
mation of the heart, pleuritis, aneurysm of the 
aorta, exceptionally full stomach, inflamma- 
tion of the spinal cord, etc. 

NEURALGIA OF THE SHOULDER 

May be caused by occupational strains, 
arthritis, cervical rib, inflammation of the spinal 
cord or meninges, subluxation of the vertebrae, 
or displacement of a ligament in the shoulder. 

There are many other types of neuralgias

named after the regions in which they are 
found, such as abdominal, ovarian, rectal, sci- 
atic, lumbar. The causes are as varied as the 


ones already enumerated. 

Many different kinds of treatment have been 
given to stop the pain of neuralgia. Alcohol is 
often injected around the nerve trunk. This 
sometimes relieves the pain for a little while. 
Sometimes the nerve trunks are surgically 
severed which, if properly performed, leaves no 
future pain but of course is not advisable since 
paralysis is the result.

ANSWER: It is difficult for me to give you 
a definite answer since I have not examined 
you; however, it is quite possible that the skin 
irritation which you note is in the nature of a 
rash being brought out by heat and I advise 
that you follow the regimen which I prescribe 
for overcoming skin disorders to see if this will 
help you. 

QUESTION—Mr. A. E. S., Waterbury, Conn., 
writes: “What causes a person's teeth to be 
soft? If all of the upper teeth are pulled, will 
this bring about a change in the contour of the 
face?" 

ANSWER —The most prevalent cause of 
softening of the teeth is a wrong diet. When 
all of the upper teeth are pulled, this may bring 
about a sinking in of the cheeks and it is then 
necessary to have your dentist advise you as 
to the best type of false teeth to use.
